Kyoto, Japan, November 10.— 

(Saturday)—( United News.) — Amid 
ceremonies dating back to a day when 
civilization had penetrated but a tiny 
section of the world, Hirohito No 
Miya, a wistful-faced “descendant of 
the gods,” was enthroned here today 
ds the 124th emperor of Japan. 
Thundering guns of a twentieth 
century era saluted the emperor and 
Nagako, his empress, 85 they mounted 
the steps to thrones in the Shunkyo- 
Den, or throne room, adjoining the 


Kyoto palace. 

Sitting in the Takamikura (high 
august seat) his imperial highness 
faced toward the rising sun and an- 
nounced to his ancestors of a day 20 
centuries ago that Hirohito No Miya 
had assumed sovereignty over 40,- 
000,000 modern souls and had been 
erowned with a crown which has no 
existence. 

Symbols of Majesty. 

To the right and left of the bril- 
liant black and gold throne stood the 
three symbols by which Hirohito was 
viven divine right to rule—the divine 
mirror, the sacred sword and the 
sacred. beads. Somewhere beyond the 
two cherry trees in the open court- 
yard roamed the spirit of Amaterasu, 
the sun goddess, who sent her descend- 
ant down from heaven to become the 
founder of the Nipponese dynasty so 
long ago that the legend is strangely 
confused with fact. 

The ceremony of.gnthronement was 
completed by mida?ttrnoon. 

In immense crowd waited through- 
out the day in the streets of this 
ancient capital of Japan, which basked 
peacefully under a warm sun. 

Threatening weather which has 
existed during the morning hours was 
dispelled as the sun goddess of my- 
thology smiled on her people. 

The emperor mounted the great 
throne from the back, wearing the 
same gorgeous costume used when he 
announced last winter to the imperial 
ancestors the date of his enthrone- 
ment. After seating himself in the 
throne chair two gentlemen-in-waiting 
raised>the heavy curtains surround- 
ing the dias, revealing their ruler to 
the assembled officials and dignitaries. 
Two ladies-in-waiting performed the 
same services for the empress, whose 
throne was smaller but as lavish as 
the T'akamikura. 

Moment of Splendor. 

At the same time the Confucian 
trinitv—sword, mirror and beads— 
were ‘carried near the throne by rev- 
erent dignitaries who placed the sa- 
cred objects, handed to Nippon’s first 
ruler by the sun goddess, on mother- 
of-pearl tables. 

Then came the great moment—the 
climax of ceremonies which began last 
January. 

His imperial highness, holding the 
imperial baton tightly against his 
chest, arose from his seat. The em- 
press, clutching the Hi-Ogi (a fan 
of brightly-painted wood) did like- 
wise, 

In turn, the entire assemblage of 
nrinces of the blood and dignitaries 
arose and simultaneously mime a re- 
spectful salute. 

Prime Minister Baron Tanaka 
walked slowly from one side of the 
Shnnkvo-Den and took a place at the 
southern end of the courtyard. The 
emperor read in a calm voice an im- 
nerial rescript announcing to the gods 


~ his enthronement and then Baron Ta- 


naka ascended a short stairway to 
the veranda of the hall and delivered 
a brief congratulatory address. 

Is Short Ceremony. 

After the address the prime min- 
ister stood before the Ban-Zai ban- 
ners—a great collection of rich flags 
in the c¢ourtyard—and gave’ three

Maniu Forms Cabinet 
and Swears To End Fa- 
voritism and. Corrup- 
tion in Government.

Present Plan Is To Con- 
tinue Regency But 
American System Is 
Ideal of Peasant Victor.

Bucharest, Rumania, November 9. 
(P)—After 50 years of almost unin- 
terrupted rule by powerful capitalistic 
and landed interests, greater Rumania, 
with its agrarian population of 16,- 
000,000, passed today into the hands 
of a peasant government led by Juliu 
Maniu. 

“It is a triumph of constitutionalism 
over despotism,™ declared Maniu en- 
thusiastically as he bounded down the 
palace steps after the regency had 
given him the mandate. “In the fu- 
ture our country will be governed by 
a parliament elected honestly by the 
people and not by a professional po- 
litical clique.’’ 


Huge crowds gathered outside the 
palace and the modest home of Maniu 
near the American legation and gave 
the new premier a tremendous ova- 
tion. 

The designation by the regency of 
Maniu to torm a cabinet after Nich- 
Olas Titilescu had failed caused pro- 
found gloom among the liberals, who 
throughout the day had been in bliss- 
ful expectation of being summoned by 
the regency as the only party capable 
of solving the crisis which had endured 
for a week. 

Searcely any member of the new 
‘people's ministry” has had experience 
in national public office, so that the 
rural government’s accession to power 
presents a rare experiment in mod- 
ern democracy and political science. 

When the regency entrusted Maniu 

with the mandate, the Transylvanian 
lawyer acted with characteristic 
promptness. Drawing a_ typewritten 
list from his pocket he said, “Here is 
my cabinet. I am ready to assume the 
government immediately.” 
His first act undoubtedly will be to 
ask dissolution of parliament and new 
elections, for he has repeatedly 
charged that body with not being rep- 
resentative. 

He indicated as much tonight when 
he stole a few minutes from reading 
the torrent of congratulatory tele- 
grams from all parts of the country 
to summarize his program for the 
Associated Press correspondent. 

“We shall call immediately for the 
dissolution of parliament, and hold 
honest elections,” said the premier. 
“We shall establish a real parliamen- 
tary, as opposed to a dictatorial, gov- 
ernment. We shall cleanse the admin- 
istration of the cancer of corruption 
and graft.” ( 

“We shall guarantee every citizen 
full political liberty and establish com- 
plete liberty of the press. We shall dis- 
cuss stabilization of the currency and 
negotiate a foreign loan. We shall re 
vise the present obnoxious anti-foreign 
mining law passed by Ion Bratiann 
in 1924, as well as other laws which 
have made Rumania a most unpopular 
country abroad. We shall abolish re 
strictions on foreign capital, which

made its state republican soil, and, 
whereas, it is evident to all that the 
two great southern leaders, Robert E. 
Lee and Stonewall Jackson, cannot 
rest or sleep peacefully in said repub- 
lican soil, 

“Be it resolved, That we hereby re- 
quest the governor of the state of Vir- 
ginia to permit the state of Missis- 
sippi to remove to the democratic soil 
of said state the bodies of the, said 
beloved southern patriots; and 

“Be it further resolved, That the 
governor of our great democratic state 
be requested at once to transmit to the 
governor of the state of Virginia a

BANDIT KIDNAPS: 
KANSAS OFFICERS 
SFFKING ARREST 


“Chicken Thief” Forces 
Two Men Into Car; 
Later Releases Them 
and Escapes. 


Coffeyville, Kansas, November 9.— 
(P)—Freed by their “chicken thief” 


between Caney and Niotaze late today, 
Earl Hackney, chief of police here, 
and W. H. McMurtry, detective, re- 
turned home tonight. 

The kidnaper let the peace officers 
out of his car at a lonely country 
spot and then sped away, pursued 
soon afterward by the victims after 
they had summoned aid. The search 
was abandoned, however, when the 
trail was lost. He soon abandoned 
his car. 

While the two men were telling 
their story to an interested group of 
listeners in a local store, a posse of 
50 men was waiting at Peru for the 


arrival of a pack of bloodhounds from 
Jefferson, Kansas, to aid in tracking 
the kidnaper. 

Officers expressed the belief that 
the fugitive is hiding somewhere in 
the brush about three miles southwest 
of Peru, near the spot where he aban- 
doned his automobile. 

Chief Hackney, tired from his har- 
rowing ride through the Chautauqua 
county hills and wearing an overcoat 
his abductor left in the car when 
he abondoned the machine, declared 
he was certain he wounded the fugi- 
tive when the latter freed his two 
captives 

MeMurtry and Hackney ran to a 
nearby farmhouse when they were re- 
leased, obtained an army rifle and a 
shotgun; then running to a_ high 
point opened fire on the fugitive. 

While they were firing at their ab- 
ductor, the latter’s machine suddenly 
veered from the road and crashed 
through a fence, Hackney said. The 
driver jumped from the car and dis- 
appeared into the brush. 

A posse, organized in Coffeyville, 
found the two officers a short time 
after they were released, and began 
to search for the fugitive. The dam- 
aged car was towed into Caney. 

Hackney and McMurtry were kid- 
naped when they answered a call from 
a woman who said she saw several 
men hiding sacks of chickens. When 
the officers reached the scene they 
were confronted by a man with a re- 
volver and were ofdered into his 
motor car. 

Hackney and McMurtry, after an 
examination of prison records here to- 
night said they had identified their 
abductor as Dick Gregg, three-time 
Oklahoma convict and now sought in 
northern Oklahoma on a charge of 
bank robbery. 

The search for the fugitive® was 
abandoned late tonight when an effort 
to obtain bloodhounds for the chase 
failed. 


FD. ROOSEVELT 
TO RETURN TODAY 


Delegation To Meet Dem- 
ocratic Hero Who Will 
Arrive Today En Route 
to Warm Springs. 


His adopted Georgia will welcome 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, hero of democ- 
racy, today. New York’s new gov- 
ernor-elect will arrive at 3:50 o’clock 
this afternoon at the Terminal sta- 
tion, en route to Warm Springs, 
where he will remain until time to 
depart for his inauguration at Albany 
on January 1. 

No formal plans for a reception for 
Mr. Roosevelt have been made, but 
it is expected that a large number 
of democrats, including a delegation 
from Warm Springs, will be on hand 


to receive him. Just how long Gov- 
ernor-elect Roosevelt will remain in 
Atlanta is not known. but he is ex- 
pected to leave for Warm Springs 
tonight either by train or motor car. 

Mr. Roosevelt, before leaving New 
York Friday afternoon, announced 
that while at his Warm Springs cot- 
tage he would be busy studying plans 
for his administration and that he 
would hold a number of ccuferences 
with New York state party leaders, 
probably including among these Mayor 
James J. Walker, of New York, who 
recently made known his intention of 
visiting Georgia again before Christ- 
mas.

Mayor to Name Bond Board. 

Mayor J. N. Ragsdale is expected 
to complete naming of the bond com- 
mission. to assist in administration of 
the funds today—in time for publica- 
tion Sunday. He has been working on 
the list since the latter part of the 
week. He has asked suggestions of 
members of council and delegations of 
citizens in formation of the new group. 

Alderman G. Everett Millican, of 


the tenth ward and chairman of the 
hospitals and charities committee of 
council, will be a member of the steer- 
ing and the general committee to push 
the project.

Poineare, with customary diligence, 
was in conference with all of his col- 
leagues of the outgoing government ex- 
cepting the four radicals who resigned, 
thus foreing the break in the Poin- 
care cabinet. A few minutes later he 
told the president that he would see 
what he could do, 

It is generally concluded from this 
that the premier intends to retain in 
his new combination all those dis- 
posed to remain, with the likelihood 
of including even the radicals in case 
they will revise their point of view. 

After reaching a decision to at- 
tempt the formation of a_ cabinet, 
remier Poincare called Minister of 
the Interior Sarraut and Minister of 
Agriculture Queuille, both radicals, 
into his cabinet and it was announced 
after they left that another meeting 
would take place tomorrow morning. 
These developments confirmed the be- 
lief which has been entertained ever 
since the beginning of the crisis that 
if Poincare remains at the head of 
the government he will insist: that all 
of his old colleagues remain with him. 

The premiers task is considered in 
political circles most difficult in view 
of the pressure being brought to bear 
by the militant radicals on all their 
leaders to ostracize him. The radicals 
have been soliciting ardently the help 
of the socialists. At the beginning of 
the governmental upset the socialists 
were careful to hold themselves aloof, 
but latest developments indicate that 
they are yielding to the idea of taking 
a share in a new ministry with the 
radicals. 

The socialists met today and dopt- 
ed a resolution pledging suppert to 
the radicals on a program that fits 
into their party doctrine and even 
held out hope of participation in the 
government, subject to the approval 
of the executive eommittee of the 
party, which meets Sunday. 

In moderate circles this maneuver 
is held to have been intended simply 
to block Poincare’s efforts to form a 
new cabinet, as even the combined 
radical and socialist forces in the 
chamber of deputies are insufficient 
to make a solid governmental ma- 
jority.

VOTE FOR HOOVER 


President-Elect Got 20,- 
812,912 Ballots With 14,- 
626,803 Being Cast for

A total popular vote of 35,489,715 
was cast for president of the United 
States on the two major party tickets 
in Tuesday's election, according to the 
figures compiled by the Associated 
Press up to date. 

Herbert Hoover, republican nomi- 
nee, received 20,812,912 votes, while 
Alfred E. Smith, democratic nominee, 
received 14,626,803, making Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s plurality 6,186,109. 

Seattered throughout the country, 
$962 precincts are missing. 

The total vote in the election will 
mount, when the votes cast for minor 


parties are tabulated, clesely to the 
35.500.000 indicated in the estimate 
made by the Associated Press 10 days 
before election. 

Hloover’s total vote exceeded that 
of Warr G. Harding in 1920 by 
1.551.528 and that of President Cool- 
idge in 1924 by 4,978,521. Smith’s 
total vote exceeded that of James M.

It has become the one guarantee to 
us that, through coordination of re- 
lief efforts under it, loss of life shall 
be prevented in calamity; that sufter- 
ing shall be mitigated to the utmost 
degree, and that the great problems 
of restoring homes and reestablishing 
the economic and social life of stricken 
sections shall go forward speedily and 
efficiently.”

ETNA CONSUMES 
SECOND VILLAGE 


Lava Flow Engulfs Town 
and Moves Inexorably 
On Toward Railroad; 
Tourists Flock to Area. 


Catania, Sicily, November 9.—(/) 
Another Sicilian village has fallen 
prey to the all-devouring lava which 
continues to pour from Mount Etna 
Nunziata tonight was undergoing the 
same fate as its neighbor village, 
Mascali, which was completely burn- 
ed and buried under the advancing 
flow. 

Only a part of Nunziata had been 
destroyed, but it had been completely 
evacuated by its inhabitants, who 
feared the same fate that overtook 
three men of Mascali whose escape 
was cut off by the advancing lava 
streams while they slept. 

The smoking volcano was more ac- 


tive tonight than for some hours. The 
principal fiery- stream that it has 
disgorged had reached a point only 
60 meters from the railway station 
of Mascali and was proceeding in- 
exorably onward at a rate of five me- 
ters an hour. The northern stream 
of lava had joined this larger and 
central one. The third and south- 
ernmost stream was within a few 
hundred feet of the railway bridge at 
Giarre and advancing at the rate of 
o2 feet an hour. 

The spirit of the Sicilians, who 
have’ dwelt for generations in the 
shadows cast by this giant who pe- 
riodically has roused itself to real 
destruction; is undaunted. The in- 
habitants of Mascali have been com- 
forted by the government's promise to 
rebuild their town. 


TOURISTS FLOCK 
TO VOLCANO AREA. 

Giarre, Sicily, November 9.—(?)— 
News that the eruption of Mount 
Etna has taken on renewed jntensity 
has caused a redoubling of crowds 
rushing toward the zone of fire. They 
pack themselves into the available 
trains while automobiles of all makes 
and ages choke the roads. ‘These im- 
promptu tourists are mainly Sicilians. 

This is the third time in the record- 
ed history of the eruptions of Etna 
that the lava has descended toward 
the sea like a colossus advancing 
with slow, but inexorable pace. There 
are times when the black, incandescent 
mass becomes vermillion color witb 
nightfall, when it seems like a mirage 
in the desert. “Sut always there is an 
awful fascination regarding this mon- 
ster which has made so much head- 
way and is making more, destroying 
everything in the way of its march. 

The plight of the peasant folk, 
whose land was worth from $2,000 
to $2,500 an acre, is pitiable. Those 
owning 15 or more acres of this fruit- 
ful land are considered rich. This 
year the demand for lemons has been 
enormous—and now the scourge. 

The lemon crop is gathered twice 
yearly, the fruit bringing nearly three 
cents apiece on the tree. This por- 
tion of Sicily now has hecome “a 
land of the newly poor.” Once pros- 
perous farmers are to be seen filling 
their pockets* with nuts from the 
trees, slinging wine bottles over their 
shoulders and trudging away from the 
scene of wreckage or begging rides to 
safety. Others are selling for a song 
what is left of their once ample stores 
of fruit and wines.

If his heart is big and free of malice, his kindnesses may be prompted by 
a spirit of kindness so obvious that the enemy will recognize it as genuine 
and respond to it with a contrite heart. Z 
But this plan usually is suggested by vanity and the kindness is done 
in a spirit of hypocrisy. It is an effort to show off. It is a pose. You 
are trying to convince your enemy, and yourself, that you are superior 
to him, and the pretense of kindness convinces neither of you. There 
never is any Satisfaction in a sham. 

If you refuse to forgive, and boldly resolve to whip your enemy 
aw once and have done with the natter, your only profit is a momentary 
satisfaction. Though whipped, he survives to prosper and win fame, 
and each of his triumphs is a thorn in your side. 

If you resolve to get complete revenge, and crush him beyond hope 
of recovery, your own decency spoils your triumph. If he whines and 
begs when at last you are ready to crush him, you are ashamed of having 
battled a creature so mean and vile; if he refuses to cringe, but faces 
you proudly with only a hurt, hopeless look in his eyes to confess his 
defeat, you are ashamed of having injured one so manly and so decent. 

Hate and vengeance hurt you much more than they hurt your enemy. 
If you indulge them, you are playing into your enemy’s hands by in- 
juring yourself as he would like to injure you. 

The more satisfactcry plan—not because it is moral, but solely 
because it is sensible—is to forgive and wash your hands. It makes you 
feel cleaner and more respectable. 

But if you can’t forgive, you can at least go your way in peace 
and leave your enemy to the mercy of whatever gods there be. If he 
deserves punishment, he will get it soon or late; and in his downfall 
of which your hands are clean, you can find a grim satisfaction unspoil- 
ed by a troubled conscience. 

Vengeance is like other vices.

Slain Gambler Took Cash 
When He Won, Paid 
Losses in I. O. U.’s, Mee- 
han Says. 


New York, November 9.—(4)—<An- 
other—and Jess romantic—picture of 
Arnold Rothstein, popularly known 
as the gambler prince of Broadway, 
was drawn in the district attorney's 
office today by one of his own cro- 
nies, the host at the dead gambler’s 
last fling at cards. 

Before Rothstein was fatally wound- 
el last Sunday the small fry along 
roadway looked up to him as a sort 
of. gambling Galahad. He didn't 
drink and he didn’t smoke. Even 
profanity was uncommon with him. 
Hie never cheated at cards, they said 
and could lose with the -ame stoic 
calm with which he won. 

And when he died the rumor went 
nbout that he had been killed be- 
cause he refused to pay a debt ina- 
curred to sharpers who stuffed a deck 
with marked cards. His admirers 
saw his death as a sort of maryrdom 
on the altar of honesty.

FARM RELIEF PROGRAM 


President Expects Soon To 
Discuss Message to 
Congress. 


Washington, November 9.—( United 
News.)—President Coolidge expects 
soon to discuss possible farm relief 
recommendations he will make to con- 
gress with his cabinet members, al- 
though he has not determined what, if 
anything, he will recommend, it was 
learned at the white house today. 

The president, it was said, has had 
no opportunity recently to discuss pro- 
posed legislation for farm relief with 
Secretary of Agriculture Jardine, who 


has recently attended several western 
farm meetings. Mr. Coolidge has not 
discussed the question with members 
of congress either, it was made known. 

Senator McNary, Oregon republican 
and co-author of the McNary-Haugen 
bill, said today a farm relief bill which 
will meet the approval of President 
Coolidge can be passed in the coming 
short session of congress. “It should 
take no longer than a week to enact 
& measure along the lines Jaid down 
by Hoover during his campaign for 
the presidency,” MeNary said. “No 
further hearings will be necessary. All 
information needed was collected at 
hearings on the McNary-Haugen bill.” 

MeNary explained that the new bill 
he has in mind will be similar to the 
McNary-Haugen measure, with the 
elimination of the objectionable equal- 
ization fee provision. The proposed 
bill would set up a government agency 
to dispose of surplus crops, help co- 
operative organizations and perform 
other services to agriculture.

The pace is dif- 
ficult to maintain on a_ battlefield 
where any given array may climb up 
now, after having taken the long 
count, and administer a knock out 
blow. 

West Point's Men O'’War, among 
the scattering few unbeaten battalions 
in the broad gridiron land and aim- 
ing at national championships honors, 
have been carefully drilled to sidestep 
this mid-November jinx and avoid any 
fatal let-down against Notre Dame at 
the Yankee stadium. 


Other Big Battles.

Chicago, November 9.—(/)—Antici- 
‘ating the substance of the govern- 
ment crop report, grain traders today 
hoisted corn‘and oats both to above 
topmost prices heretofore reached~this 
season. The report shows 16,000,000 
bushels less corn production than the 
average of latest unofficial estimates, 
with farm reserve stocks of corn 
about 6,000,000 bushels below trade 
expectation. 
* Closing quotations on corn were un- 
settled, 3-8¢e to 1 1-8¢ net higher, with 
wheat 5-8e to 7-8c up; oats at 3-8e 
to 1-2c and 5-8e to 3-4c advance, and 
provisions varying from l2c decline 
to a rise of 10c. 

From the outset today, commission 
houses were active in purchasing corn 
future deliveries, being influenced by 
snow and rain over the corn belt and 
by correct belief that the government 
crop report, due after the close, would 
show reduced figures on corn yield. 
Lesides, receipts of corn in Chicago 
today, 135 cars, were hardly half as 
much as a week ago, country offer- 
ings were again scanty, and eastern 
shipping demand was good. 

A forecast of further unsettled 
weather likely to interfere with husk- 
ing and with the movement of new 
corn did much to stimulate corn buy- 
ing today, and some cash handlers 
were showing a good deal of concern 
over contract calling for early ship- 
ment. Industries and feed dealers were 
also displaying more interest than 
usual, On the advance, however, sell- 
ing by holders who wished to realize 
profits led to something of a setback 
from the day’s top level of prices. 

To°a large extent wheat and oats 
followed the leadership of corn, but 
wheat was also influenced by improved 
export demand as well as by word of 
unwelcome showers in the sections of 
Argentina where the first of the 
southern hemisphere 1928 wheat crop 
fs about ready to cut. Meanwhile, it 
was estimated that Europe today 
bought 1:500,000 bushels of wheat 
from North America. First sales of 
July delivery of wheat in Chicago tethlehem Steel

CORN GROP GAINS 
FORECAST BY U. 8. 


By U. S. Department of Agricuiture. 

Washington, November 9.—Little 
change in crop prospects oceurred 
during October. The generally warm 
weather facilitated the harvesting of 
late crops, but frosts came a little 
earlier than usual in much of the cen- 


tral and western corn beit. 

Corn—The November estimate of 
corn production in the United States 
is 2,895,000,000 bushels. ‘The month 
of October has been generally favor- 
able to the drying out and harvesting 
of the corn crop. An average yield 
per acre of 28.3 bushels is reported 
this year. | 

The percentage of corn of mer- 
chantable quality this year is reported 
as 52.9 per cent as cempared with 
‘0.2 a year ago and 80.7 per cent, 
the 10-year average. 

Farm stocks of old corn on Novem- 
ber 1 estimated at about 54,000,000 
bushels. 

Flaxseed—The production of flax- 
seed, while about the same as the 
average for the past five years, is 
considerably below last year’s har- 
vest. The total crop is estimated at 
20,026,000 bushels, 

Rice—The rice crop of the five pro- 
ducing states is estimated at 40,422,- 
000 bushels. Last year these states 
produced 44,339,00 bushels, while the 
average for the past five years is 36,- 
302,000 bushels. The yield this year 
is reported as 41.9 bushels per acre. 
Quality is good, 91.4. per cent, com- 
pared with 89.8 per cent last year. 

Potatoes—With the acreage of po- 
tatoes largely increased in nearly all 
lmportant states as a result of en- 
couraging prices for three years, and 
with the yield per acre the second 
highest on record, there appears to 
be a large supply of potatoes in all 
parts of the country. The total pro- 
duction of early and late potatoes 
combined is estimated at 465,651,000 
bushels, compared with 406,964,000 
bushels harvested last season. The es- 
timate for this season ineludes some 
potatoes that may not be harvested 
and a considerable quantity of second- 
grade potatoes that will not be mar- 
keted. 

Sweet Potatoes — Sweet potatoes, 
which were unprofitable in 1927, show 
a total production of 81,340,000 bush- 
els. The acreage was considerably re- 
duced because of unsatisfactory prices 
for last year’s crop, but the yield per 
acre this year is less, " f 

Tobacco—Tobacco production, re- 
sponding to the generally favorable 
prices of 1927, shows an increase of 
11.1 per cent. The reported yield 
indicate a czop of 1,346,566,000 
pounds, compared with 1,211,301.000 
pounds a year ago. All important 
types except flue cured and Virgiria 
dark fired show increased produc-ien 
over last year. The quality of the 
crop for the country as a whole is tle 
lowest for man~ years.

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GREATEST BONUS 
ORDERED PAID BY 
, GENERAL MOTORS, 


New York, November 9.—(/)—Dis- 
tribution to its stockholders of the 
greatest bonus ever paid by an Ameri- 
can industrial corporation has_ been 
ordered by the directors of General 
Motors corporation. 

Common stockholders are to be ask- 
ed to vote on a two and a half to one 
split-up and are to réceive the equiva- 
lent of a 150 per cent stock dividend, 
an “xtra cash dividend of $43,500,000 
and an increase of $43,500,000 in an- 
nual dividend disbursements. 

The action of the directors followed 
recent announcement by President Al- 
fred P. Sloan, Jr., that a “pleasant 


surprise” was in store for the stock- 
holders. The directors’ plan is gsub- 
ject to the vote of the stockholders at 
the December 10 meeting. Under the 
plan each holder of a common share of 
the present stock will receive the 
regular quarterly dividend of $1.50, 
an extra cash dividend of $2.50 and 
his annual dividend hereafter will be 
$7.50 instead of $5.00. 

The stock distribution planned is in 
the form of a split-up of the 17,500,000 
shares of common stock outstanding 
into 43,500,000 shares or on the basis 
of two and one-half new shares of $10 
par value for each old share of $25 
par value. The dividend rate on the 
new stock was set at $3, the equiva- 
lent of $7.50 on the old shares. 

The increase in the dividend rate 
calls for an annual outlay of $130,- 
500,000 against the present dividends 
of $87,000,000 a year without the 
extra dividends which have been a 
feature of Genera] Motors policy. 
Hereafter, a statement from the die 
rectors said, extra dividends will de- 
pend on the corporation's profit mak- 
ing ability. It has been the policy 
heretofore to distribute approximately 


60 per cent of its earnings to stock- 
holders.

News.)—Sons of the idle rich awoke 
at noon today and looked to the sky 
for a. “midnight sun” when Chicago 
went into reverse, day turned into 
night, and the populace was divided 


in spirit of fear and gaiety. 

he credulous and fatalists who ac- 
cept dark rumors as the truth, the end 
of the world was at hand. To thou- 
sands of office works and “sun dodz- 
ers’ the spread of “daylight dark- 
ness” over the city brought forth ex- 
change of wise-cracks and jovial con- 
versation. 

Hundreds of telephone calls besieged 
the weather bureau with appeals from 
the terrified. 

One asked “Where is the tornado 
and when will it strike’’ Another 
thought the midnight appearance was 
caused by the eruption of Mt. Kitna 
in Sicily. “Where is the earthquake % " 
“Is the world coming to an end?” and 

Is it going to snow’ were other 
questions among the many that clerks 
were called upon to answer.

Darkness as black as the inside of 
a tomb descended at noon. A combi- 
nation of fog, smoke and Jow-hanging 
clouds with only a three-mile wind 
blowing caused the strange atmos- 
phenic condition.

Berlin, November 9.—(#)—The 
tenth anniversary of the German revo- 


lution and the proclamation of the 
German republic was observed by the 
Berlin newspapers merely according to 
the tenets of their respective parties, 
while the public paid little more than 
passing attention_to the observance. 

As was expected, the appeal by the 
association of ex-officers that citizens 
should hoist the monarchical colors, 
draped with black, at half staff as a 
token of mourning was not taken se 
riously. It was completely ignored by 
the present generation, which ap- 
peared not to be interested in the 
historic event. 

Dr. Gustav Stresemann, the foreign 
minister, commemorated the occasion 
in an article in the Leitziger Neueste 
Nachrichten. He writes that the re- 
construction of Germany justified the 
existence of the republic, which, how- 
ever, he adds, long ago might have 
become more inviolable “if certain 
super republicans did not persist in 
showing their republican allegiance by 
lip service instead of deeds.” 

Contradicting the criticism that Ger- 
many is politically isolated among the 
great powers, the foreign minister 
says: “Our relations with the United 
States, ceftainly the largest and 
mightiest nation in the world, were 
not better in the days of imperialism 
than today.” 

He emphasizes that while in the 
coming generation the past monarchi- 
eal idea of heriditary power and influ- 
ence is sure to meet with opposition, 
the monarchical conception will con- 
tinue to exist in the form of re@®g- 
nition and appreciation of personality.
